Mr. Cleveland declares that the 


country still is destroying the forest, 
taking from it every year three and A 
half times as much wood as is added 
by the new growth; that less than one- 
third of the growing trees felled by 
the lumbermen Is ever used at aU: 
that one-eleventh of all the forests is 
swept by fire every year, and that on 
the average since 1870 forest fires have 
yearly cost 150,000,000 In timber and 50 
lives.
